The number who have been sent 
from South Dakota is not obtainable 
from’ any central record, but every 
reservation has furnished its- quota, 
and there are probably .more than.a 
thousand from Dakota with Indian 
blood in their veins, either at the 
front, or in-the camps getting ready 
for the trip to Europe. Some of them 
have already fallen in battle:'- Some 
of the Dakota. Indians have subscrib- 
ed up to $15,000 for bonds, .and, hun- 
dreds: of them are holders of Liberty 
bonds and war savings stamps in 
smaller amounts. One of their most 
popular endeavors is that of Red}, 
Cross work, the women not only do- 
ing the ‘samé ‘class of work'as ‘do 
the women’ of the Red.

The plant, 
which recently commenced -opera- 
tions, is capable of turning out 5,000 
tons a year, 3,500 horse power of 
electric current, supplied by the gov- 
ernment electric power works, being 
used in the kiln. Swedish carbide 
previously held the distinction of be- 
ing the best in the world, but the 
Tasmanian article is claimed to be 
greatly superior. The consumption 
of carbide in Australia is 13,000 tons 
a year, and as soon as circumstances 
permit, the Tasmanian plant is to be 
duplicated.

Strangers in) London often com- 
ment on the dearth of grocers’ shops. 
Dry goods (drapers) shops there are 
“ad nauscam,”* and jewellers, and 
chemists, but if you want to buy a 
little homely packet of blue or a bot- 
tle of vinegar, it is really quite dif_- 
cult to find a shop that keeps it. The 
reason, of course, is that grocers do 
not set up shops in the main thor- 
oughfares, and not that there is a 
scarcity of them. In fact, there arc 
in England over 80,000 retail grocers’ 
shops. There are 5,000 co-operative 
stores which serve 10,000,000 custom- 
ers; 10,000 multiple shops supplying 
7,000,000 customers; 70,000 small 


shops with a roll of 24,000,000 cus- 
tomers, and a large number of the 
old-fashioned family grocers. These 


figures show the magnitude of the ra- 
tioning problem, and suggests that 
credit is due not only to the ministry 
}of food, but to the wholesale houses 
and retailers for the smooth way in 
which the public have been supplied.

[Rumanians Live 
In German Peace 


Story of How the Country Is Syste. 
matically Pillaged for Ger- 
many’s Benefit 


A reliable informant who left 
Rumania early in July, 1918, has giv 
cn a very interesting description of 
the conditions which prevail in that 
country and also of the~German ac 
tivity, \.hich continues in spite of the 
fact that peace’ has been or haa: 
concluded,” writes Capt. Alfred A 
Ozanne, 

At present the Germans are pillag- 
ing the country from one end to the 
other, It is no exaggeration to ga 
that everything in Numacis whieh 
could be exparted has been seized 
and sent into Germany, Even door 
handles and window catches, _ bells 
and kitchen utensils have been: taken 
away. ‘ 

“But that is not all. The. Germans 
have carried off all the linen and the 
civilians have been allowed to keep 
only two sets of underwear. A cer- 
tain number of people have, how- 
ever, been allowed to keep their be- 
longings by bribing the German offi- 
cials with a-likeral gift of wine. All 
the timber #: Rumania has been tak- 
en away, whole forests have been cut 
down, and the Germans have., even 
raised the parquetry off the floors in 
private dwelling houses... Each Ger- 
man soldier is authorized to send to 
his people in Germany a 10 Ib, parcel 
of good$ filched from the inhabitants 
every week, and even the higher 
srade officers declare that their fam- 
ilies could not exist without. these 
contributions. 

“khe final blow has been given to 
the country in three decrees which 
the king of Rumania we. compelled 
to sign. In virtue of the first de- 
cree the “General Directorate of Im- 
ports, Exports, and Proyisioning’ was 
created. The powers of this director- 
ate extend over the whole cconomic 
life of the country. For instance, no 
one is able to import or export mer- 
chandise without the consent of the 
directorate, which is thus able to 
close the Rumanian market to the 
entente and direct all Rumanian pro- 
ducts toward the central empires. 
The directorate has also the power to 
decide, without any right of appeal, 
how the soil must be cultivated; it 
has the power to order the deporta- 
tion of the entire agricultural popu- 
lation trom one region to another; it 
can impose fines and even imprison- 
ment upon a recalcitrant population; 
and finally, the decree insures the 
exercise of these powers for a term 
of 10 years. ‘The head of this direc- 
torate is a ‘creature’ of the Germans, 
one Dr. Antipa, who has been put on 
the footing of a minister of state. 

The second decree lays down that 
the whole of the rural population is 
coinpelled to work. This decree em- 
braces all males between the ages of 
14 and 60 and all females between 
the ages of 14 and 50.) Each peasant 
is only able to attend to his own land 
a certain number of days; the rest of 
luis time saust be devoted to the au- 
thorities, who utlize the peasant. as 
they wish at a ridiculous wage. The 
decree further enables the authorities 
to remove what agricultural machin- 
ery it secs fit to remove from = any 
owner and use it on other land. The 
general directorate is thus able to 
ruin whomsover it pleases.

sirable residences” are made of mud, ] 


and are shaped like bee hives, whole 
villages and towers being built in this 
peculiar form of architecture. Some 
of the places which have been wrest- 
ed from the Turks by the hostile 
Arabs in the neighborhood of Mecca 
and Medina are constructed in this 
extraordinary fashion, ; 

As the country in these parts is 
destitute of trees from which to hew 
rafters, and also in some places de- 
void of stone, the natives build these 
quaint, domed habitations of sun- 
dried mud bricks.

The following is an extract from a 
_ » letter written by a soldier in Pales- 
Aine after visiting the Church ofthe 
\'Nativity. By profession the writer 
is a teacher, and taught for a few 
months if a Birmingham, Eng., 
school prior to joining H.M. forces. 
“During the last four days I have 
been ‘away from the battalion. guard- 
ing the Church of the Nativity in 
Bethlehem. As the name suggests, 
it marks-the spot where Christ was 
born. 


“You may wonder why this church 
needs to be guarded. The church is 
really three churches in one—Grcck, 
Armenian and Roman Catholic. There 
“fs a very keen -ivalry between these 
sects as to who shall have premicr 
rights, and_ this has led to disturb- 
vances. and@saciilege in the past.

“When one approaches the church 
only the oute® wall can be scen, and 
“thissis not a very imposing _ sight. 
“, In fact,, one would not think there 
was a cliurch here at all. The main 
‘entratice to. the place is a hole in the 
“wall, about’ four. feet high, and just 
. wide ‘enotigh to allow one person to 
pass through. On leaving this one 
‘enters. a kind of porch, which - is 
gtite-bare, and then what might be 
called ‘a large hall with “about 
twenty-one pillars; but this is not 
’ by any means the part of the build- 
ing which arouses general interest. 
«“Continuing, we pass through an- 
_ other small. opening in the wall, and 
» enter the Greek church on the right, 
and the Armenian on the left. There 
are no seats, as in English churches, 
and-so ‘the middle of the place is 
bate.» There are, three altars, and a 
. third place, all in’ gilt, , which con- 
tains the “symbols” of the Greek 
faith.

As the three sects cannot 
have service at the same time, the 
lamps, are. never ‘all burning _ to- 
’ gether. In- these lamps © olive oil is 
used, and a wick is dipped into the 
oil... A very good light is not ob- 
tained-by this method. 

“On the other side and down three 
steps is the holy manger to which 
Jesus was’ carried by Joseph. All 
the manger. is covered with marble. 
There is a painting above the man- 
‘‘ger. Formerly a Raphacl was here, 
ut was stolen, and now an imitation 
hangs there! Five lights are always 
burning here; and these and the paint- 
ing are enclosed in netting. :

‘leave the church, 

“This is probably the oldest church 
in the world in a state of preserva 
tion. Edward IV of England built 
a good part of it.” 


Interesting Juveniles 
“In Farm Work 


Enlisting the Aid of the Children in 
Food. Production 


The boys’ and_ girls’ clubs of 
Western Canada are doing very val- 
uable work at the present time in the 
encouragement they are giving to 
food production. They are also help- 
ing. to make life on the farm more 
intéresting to the young folks, which 
fact, together with the improvements 
in social and other conditions , that 
are continually taking place, will go 
a long way towards keeping — these 
children on the farms when .-they 
grow older. In all the prairie prov- 
inces there are successful calf clubs, 
pig clubs, poultry clubs, potato 
clubs, and clubs of other kinds, some 
beitig. confined to one effort, others 
embracing more. At the present 
time the importance of greater food 
production is in the foreground, and 
on this the efforts of the clubs are at 
present being concentrated. Hence 
this year pig raising, poultry raising, 
potato growing and calf feeding have 
received most attention. The young 
club members are stimulated in their 
efforts by means of contests. In Sas- 
katchewan it is estimated that more 
than two thousand children have en- 
tered for competitions that will take 
place this fall in calf feeding, pig 
feeding, poultry feeding and potato 
growing. It is difficult to obtain fig- 
ures, but it is safe to say that the 
children of Alberta and Manitoba 
have been no less, active than those 
of Saskatchewan.

Atlantic Voyage 


First Steamship Crossed the 
Eighty-five Years Ago 


While it is nearly one hundred 
years since the first attempt to. cross 
the Atlantic under steam Canadians 
inay remember with justifiable pride 
that in Septettiber, 1833, cighty-five

years ago, there arrived at Graves- 
end from Victou, N.S., after what 
must have been an anxious. voyage, 


the plucky little ship Royal William, 
first to cross by ‘steam alone; ‘that 
she was Jaunched from the foot of 
St. Mary's current and her two bun 
dred horse power engines were. made 
and installed by Bennett and Hend 
erson, of Montreal ' 

The American predecessor of the 
Royal Williaa, the Savannah, did, it 
is true, make the Atlantic voyage as 
early as the spring of 1819, but was 
forced to resort to sails during — the 
greater part of the time, 

The Royal William was entirely a 
Canadian ship, built by Robert Black, 
at Quebec, for the Quebee and Hali- 
fax’ Steam Navigation Company and 
was towed to the foot of St. Mary's 
current. | Here her cugines were in- 
stalled: cand lowdy-: Aylmer, officiated 
at her christening. 

Intended for Canadian coastwise 
trade, the Royal William had a capa- 
city of 1,370 tons, but because of her 
build and the space occupied by her 
engines, her actual capacity was 
much less, being only some 500 tons. 


Her keel was 146 feet and her deck 
176 feet long; depth of hold, 17 feet 
9 inches. She was rigged like a 


three-masted schooner, carried three 
square sails on her foremast and 
large fore and aft sails. 


She had fifty berths in the under 
deck cabin, a parlor, also a dining 
saloon in a round house on her deck. 
\When ready to put to sea, she had 
cost her owners £16,000. 

Her first trip was from Qucbee to 
Halifax and was begun in August, 
1831, but as she did not prove profit- 
able, it was decided to send her to 
England where she might be pur- 
chased. 

On August 5, 1833, Capt. John Mc- 
Dougall left Quebec on the memor- 
able voyage, carrying a cargo of 
spars and natural curiosities. He, 
was kept several days at Pictou, coal- 
ing and repairing boilers. He had 
five: cabin passengers, ahd several 
more in the stecrage. Cabin passage 
cost £20. For fully a third of the 
time taken in crossing the Royal Wil- 
liam was crippled, with her starboard 
engine damaged and with leaky boil- 
ers, but she reached Gravesend under 
steam on September 11. 

The first purchaser of the Royal 
William was Joseph Somes, a Rad- 
cliff ship owner. Somes used the 
vessel in Portuguese trade. Finally 
after sale in September, 1839, to the 
Spanish government, the Royal Wil- 
liam, now the Ysabel Segunda, — be- 
came the proud owner of another 
title, that of being the first war 
steamer to be added to the Spanish 
navy. By 1838 the old hull was conz 
dem: -d, ard a new hull’built for the 
engines. 

In 1815, four years before the Sav- 
annah made‘her trial. Atlantic trip, 
there was ai established British 
steamship line between Liverpool 
and Glasgow. In 1838 the first large 
transatlantic liners, the Great West- 
ern and the Sirius sailed, one from 
Cork and the other from Bristol, for 
New York. There was a_ spirited 
race across. the Atlantic which the 
Sirius won by a margain of a few 
hours. The second Royal William, 
also a large ship, was the next. to 
cross, 

The first real 
steamer travel 


Impetus to ocean 
was the royal mail 
contract which Mr. Samuel Cunard 
obtained from the British govern- 
ment. The service of carrying the 
mails from Liverpool via Halifax to 
Boston, which was heavily subsidiz- 
ed, called for rapid transit and at 
least four identical steamers. The 
Cunard service grew amazingly. 

Montreal was not to have regular 
steamer service for a long time. After 
1815, Captain Alexander Allan, who 
had, during the Peninsular. cam- 
paigns, conveyed stores and cattle to 
Lisbon Jor Wellington's army, estab- 
lished a regular service of sailing 
vessels between the Clyde and Cana- 
da. Until 1837, these ships sailed 
from Greenock to Montreal, but aft- 
er the Clyde was. decpened, from 
Glasgow. From then Captain Allan 
and his five sons devoted themselyes 
to building up a strong Canadian 
trade? For, nearly forty years they 
used only sailing vessels and carried 
the greater part of the 
landed on Canadian shores. 

In 1852,.Sir Hugh Allan’s tender to 


the Canadian government for a 
weekly mail service was accepted 
and so began the Canadian mail 
steamships service. ‘Though they 


clung for many years to the oe 
ships, the Allans may still lay clad 
to the distinction of having owned 
and sent across the Atlantic the first 
steel steamer. 


Steel Made Skyscrapers Possible 

It is the steel frame that has made 
the tall buildings of cities possible, 
for, stecl being infinitely stronger 
than brick, the ‘walls of one of these 
700-foot buildings can be practically 


the same thickness all the way up. 
With brick, on the other hand, the 
walls of a tall building would have 


to be so thick at the bottom that 
very little floor space would be left 
on the lower stories. It has been 
calculated that, in a 12-story  build- 
ing, 100 fect long and 50 fect wide, 
4,000 square feet, or a tenth of an 
acre, more floor space is secured by 
having stecl frame walls than by 
having -brick walls,
